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REPORT,  1874-5. 


To  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Manchester. 

The  Public  Free  Libraries  Committee  present  the  following  Report : — 

During  the  past  year  1952  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Library.  Of 
these  993  volumes  were  presented  and  959  purchased.  The  addition  to  the 
Deference  Library  consists  of  1281  volumes,  and  to  the  Lending  Department  of 
671  volumes.  The  total  number  of  volumes  on  the  shelves  of  all  the  Libraries 
is  132,887,  of  which  58,821  are  in  the  Reference,  and  79,066  in  the  Lending 
Libraries. 

The  difficulties  which  have  been  experienced  in  connection  with  the  Reference 
Library,  in  consequence  of  the  dispersion,  for  safe  keeping,  of  a  large  portion 
of  its  heavier  books  in  some  of  the  Branch  Libraries,  have,  as  might  be  expected, 
led  to  a  diminution  of  the  number  of  volumes  produced  to  readers  in  the  Library. 
This  state  of  matters  must,  it  seems,  continue  until  another  Reference  Library  is 
provided  which  will  be  capable  of  shelving  all  the  books  belonging  to  it.  The 
issue  of  books  in  the  Reference  Department  during  the  past  year  was  64,317 
volumes,  being  a  decrease  of  14,860  volumes  as  compared  with  that  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  But  in  the  Specifications  of  Patents,  which  remain  stored  at 
Campfield  and  of  easy  reference,  the  issues  have  increased  from  72,523  to 
97,282. 

In  the  Lending  Department  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
volumes  issued,  but  the  total  is  still  sufficiently  large  to  maintain  the 
prominent  reputation  which  Manchester  has  so  long  enjoyed.  Rightly 
considered,  the  reduction  must  be  credited  to  an  improvement  in  the  taste 
of  readers,  the  diminution  being  largely  compensated  for  by  superiority  in 
the  quality  of  the  books  applied  for,  these  having  been  of  a  more  elevated 
character  and  a  higher  rank  of  thought.  In  order  to  arrive  at  some  positive 
data  on  this  point,  the  works  of  fiction  which  used  to  be  included  in  Class 
“  Literature  ”  have  been  separately  enumerated,  so  as  to  form  a  distinct  Class. 
The  returns  show  that  the  total  number  of  volumes  taken  by  the  readers  to  their 
homes  during  the  year  has  been  554,779,  against  590,646  in  the  preceding 
year,  the  decrease,  amounting  to  35,867  volumes,  being  entirely  in  Works  of 
Fiction  and  in  the  Class  “Politics,”  in  the  respective  proportion  of  34,752 
volumes  of  the  former  and  1,115  volumes  of  the  latter.  In  higher  Literature 
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the  issues  have  increased  from  140,219  to  140,319  ;  in  Theology  and  Philosophy 
from  14,890  to  15,009;  in  Science  and  Art  from  34,823  to  30,870.  The 
greatest  advance  is  noticed  in  Class  History,  Biography,  and  Travels,  where 
81,307  volumes  have  circulated  against  78,385  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  to  whom  books  have  been  delivered  for  home 
reading  amounts  to  474,210,  and  that  for  books  to  be  used  in  the  Reading 
Rooms  to  135,445  ;  the  number  of  readers  who  have  used  the  newspapers  and 
periodicals  placed  on  the  stands  and  tables  of  the  Newsrooms  amounts  to 
upwards  of  1,639,305,  showing  that  the  number  of  times  that  persons  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  Free  Libraries  during  the  year  amounts  to  2,249,026, 
as  compared  with  2,355,028  in  the  year  preceding. 

The  printing  of  the  Reference  Library  Continuation -Catalogue  is  making 
satisfactory  progress.  It  will  include  the  entries  of  a  large  mass  of  valuable 
pamphlets,  ancient  and  modern,  in  every  branch  of  knowledge.  Much  time  and 
labour  have  been  expended  in  extending  the  means  of  ready  reference  to  this 
most  important  portion  of  the  Library,  so  that  those  who  are  seeking  information 
upon  any  subject  may  know  where  to  find  it. 

Plans  for  the  building  of  the  Cheetham  Branch  Library  were  obtained  from 
several  Architects.  Those  of  Messrs.  Barker  and  Ellis  were  selected  by  the 
Committee  after  long  and  careful  consideration  and  consultation  with  Messrs. 
Mills  and  Murgatroyd  as  their  professional  advisers.  The  work  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Contractor,  and  will  be  carried  out  with  all  reasonable  speed. 

The  necessity  of  rescuing  the  Reference  Library  from  its  present  unsatisfactory 
condition  occupies  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  and  they  hope  at  no  distant 
time  to  be  able  to  make  some  suggestion  for  the  future  which  will  meet  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Council.

Borrowers  may  obtain  books  from 
8-30  a.m.  till  9-0  p.m.  every  library-day  except  Saturdays  when  the  issue 
ceases  at  5-0  p.m. 

A  News-room  is  attached  to  each  Lending  Library,  open  to  the  public  for  the 
gratuitous  use  of  the  newspapers  and  periodicals  placed  on  the  stands  and 
tables  from  8-80  a.m.  till  9-0  p.m.  every  Library-day,  Saturdays  not  excepted. 
Books  may  be  obtained  for  perusal  in  the  News-rooms  by  any  person  signing 
a  Reading-room  ticket.  Books  so  obtained  must  be  returned  before  leaving 
the  room.
